Valencia, Spain, May 18 (AP).— 
Dr. Juan Negrin formed a new 
“win the war” Spanish government 
Monday night. 
Doctor Negrin, 48-year-old phy­ 
sician and a socialist, heads Spain's 
sixth war-time government as pre­ 
mier. He also will serve as minister 
of finance. 
The number of seats in the new 
cabinet were reduced from 19 to 
nine. 
All ministers represent the 
Popular Front political parties. The 
C.N.T. trades union, which had four 
posts in the old cabinet, was left 
out after refusal to participate. 
Make-up of Cabinet

Agriculture, Vincent Uribe, Com­ 
munist. 
Public Works and communica­ 
tions, Bernardo Giller de Ins Rios, 
i Union Republican. 
Labor and social assistance, Jnime 
Ayguade, Catalan Left Republican. 
President Accepts List 
Doctor Negrin Immediately sub­ 
mitted the new cabinet list to Presi­ 
dent Manuel Azana . It was accept­ 
ed at once. 
The new cabinet groups the min­ 
istries of war, navy and air into a 
single unit in line with demands 
from Communists and other fac­ 
tions as a means of coordinating all 
armed power of the Spanish gov­ 
ernment for a “big push” to victory 
over the Insurgents. 
Doctor Negrin also announced the 
ministry of propaganda

Pontiff Fails to Respond to 
Invirov »tintr Air of Sum­ 
mer Home.

(AP).—Physicians

clcse watch on Pope Pius’ health be­ 
cause he has failed to respond to the 
invigorating air of his summer home 
here, prelates said Monday. 
A semi-official note issued from 
the vatican declared the pontiff, 
who will be 80 oil May 31, was ex­ 
periencing some difficulty in breath­ 
ing and speaking. 
His holiness, bed-ridden for more 
than three m onths last winter, fol­ 
lowed his usual Monday custom in 
holding no audiences, but he worked 
on. docum ents in his private draw ­ 
ing room. 
It was said he probably 
would receive no one today, the 
“third feast of the Pentecost.” 
The announcem ent said: 
“Alarmist rum ors have again been 
spread on the state of the pope’s 
health. 
No new- occurences have 
happened in recent days. 
“Although there are no new facts 
or alarm ing symptoms, there is no 
doubt the general state of the pope 
has aroused some preoccupation. 
‘The pope has always been ani­ 


mated by the greatest energy and 
does not intend in any m anner to 
lim it his activities more than as al­ 
ready required following his illness. 
Nevertheless his 
physique 
feels 
the burden which this limited activ­ 
ity also imposes. 
“The phenomena principally not­

Hindenburg Disaster 
Witness Declares He 
Was Surrounded 
By Fire. 


Lakehurst, N J., May 18 (APL—A 
Hindenburg 
crew

found him self “standine

when disaster struck the dirigible on 
May 6 blamed Monday one ot her 
sixteen hydrogen-filled gas cells for 
the start of the holocaust. 
He had started paying out a ma- | 
nlla landing rope from a station at 
the tail fins under gas cells three 
and four when there was a muffled 
explosion 
and, 
without 
warning, 
flames poured down on him from t 
above like water. 
"I had the impression it was a gas ; 
cell,” the witness, Huns Freund, told 
a board of inquiry. 
He was the only one of the dirigi­ 
ble's three riggers to survive. 
Major R. W. Schroeder, of the 
three-m an department of commerce 
board investigating the catastrophe 
which tbok thirty-six lives, express­ 
ed satisfaction over Freund's evi­ 
dence. 
localizing Thing, Ile Says 
"We are localizing the th in g ,” he | 
said, evincing patricular interest in 
Freund’s description of the flames j 
coming from above. He indicated he I 
accepted the burning gas cell as the 
origin of the fire . 
No apparent 
progress was made, however, in fix­ 
ing the cause of the fire. 
Freund, whose clothing hid the 
bandage covering severe burns, told ! 
his story simply and directly. 
He 
had left a hospital to testify. 
He had dropped the spider lines 
several yards below the ship’s hull 
from a station about forty-five feet 
forward of the fins, and then had 
come to the aft station to lower a n ­ 
other landing line 
The aft line tan­ 
gled in wire in struts m om entarily, 
but quickly was cleared, he related, 
and such fouling was not unusual 
Everything was serene. 
He felt no 
shock from static electricity h an d ­ 
ling either of the lines and noticed 
no static glow.

"T here was a muffled detonation 
and I was .standing in fire. 
It went 
so quickly." 
"How far were you from the source 
of the fire?"
